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General 
tax break is stalled

A proposed tax abatement on 
$37 million in improvements to 
the General Motors Engine 
Plant fell short Monday because 
officials need more time to con¬ 
sider the proposal. 

The plant, located on Ecorse 
Road, applied for the 12-year 
tax break in May. On Monday, 
GM representatives made a 
PowerPoint presentation stating 
their case for the abatement 
before city council. The break 
would give the automaker a 50 
percent reduction on the tax¬ 
able value of the improvements 
during a 12-year period. 

City officials said they need¬ 
ed more documentation before 
they could approve the project 

“There was some verbiage 
that was missing from the initial 
contract, so we’ll bring them 
back next week,” said Tim 
Keyes, who filled in for Mayor 
Alan Lambert Keyes added that 
he expected the abatement 
would be approved on Aug. 1. 

At least one resident felt the 
city should take more time 
before approving the automak¬ 
er’s request 

“I think we need to look at 
some things we can get before 
we go ahead with such a big tax 
break,” said resident Tony 
Hines. “Maybe we could get 
some fleet vehicles from them; 
anything like that before we just 
approve this.” 

But Keyes said the city is 
bound to weigh the benefits and 
drawbacks of each abatement 
plan without incentives to avoid 


the appearance of impropriety. 

“It’s illegal to attach anything 
like that to an abatement 
request such as this,” he said. 

GM is asking for the break to 
ease the burden of increased 
taxes for machinery and tooling 
upgrades and to rebuild 
crankline milling machines so 
the automaker can build the 
Gen IV V8 engine at the facility, 
according to the request The 
move is not expected to create 
jobs, but it will help maintain 
jobs at the facility. 

And, according to Plant 
Manager Steve Somers, the 
abatement will improve the city 
take of tax dollars in the long 
run. 

“Once the improvements are 
done, it will mean another $3.2 
million in tax dollars for the 
city,” he said. Somers also said 
he wouldn’t predict whether 
that would be enough to push 
the abatement through council, 
but called the city “a good part¬ 
ner for GM” 

The abatement will give GM 
a 50 percent reduction in the 
assessed tax liability for 
improvements at the plant. 
According to state law, tax 
abatements can be granted only 
to industrial entities for a peri¬ 
od of no longer than 12 years. 
The city determines the length 
of the abatement using a points 
system that assesses the num¬ 
ber of years the company has 
been in the city, the amount of 
the abatement, the amount of 
money generated by the expan¬ 
sion and the number of jobs

Police investigate roadway death

Michigan State Police detec¬ 
tives are investigating an inci¬ 
dent that left a woman dead 
after she was allegedly pushed 
from a moving vehicle in 
Romulus on the afternoon of 
July 22. 

Romulus police officers ini¬ 
tially arrived at the scene on 
the eastbound side of 1-94 near 
the 1-275juncture and found 53- 
year-old Karen Plesa of 


Belleville injured on the side of 
the road. According to Det Lt 
John Leacher of the Romulus 
Police Department, the woman 
told officers that she was 
pushed from the passenger’s 
side of a moving van. 

Plesa was transported by 
ambulance to St Joseph-Mercy 
Hospital in Ann Arbor for treat¬ 
ment, but succumbed to her 
injuries shortly thereafter, 
police said. 

Romulus police were able to 
locate the van near Haggerty 


Road, and took the woman’s 
boyfriend into custody. The 
vehicle was found west of 
Plesa’s body. The investigation 
was then transferred to the 
Michigan State Police. They are 
responsible for investigating 
crimes on state freeways. 

Lt. Moya Hughes of the 
Michigan State Police-Metro 
South Post said the suspect, 
whose name is being withheld 
by police while the investiga-

City seeks to halt 'blue’ outings

Bawdy footage allegedly taken 
by a local news station of topless 
women at one of the premier golf 
courses in the community may or 
may not lead to charges against 
the women - and the establish¬ 
ment- that hosted an “adult” golf 
outing in June. 

Film that police claim was 
taken at the Gateway Golf Course 
on Inkster Road, is being exam¬ 
ined by Romulus police detec¬ 
tives, who are trying to identify 
the people involved in the inci¬ 
dent, said Det Lt John Leacher 
of the Romulus Police 
Department 

“It’s under investigation right 
now, but it’s very difficult 
because all of this happened a 


month ago, and no one called to 
complain or report that they had 
seen anything. It’s difficult to get 
all of this information after the 
fact” 

The golf outing was booked by 
the Toy Chest, a topless bar in 
Dearborn, Leacher said. The golf 
club is adjacent to a public ele¬ 
mentary school, which drew the 
ire of city officials during the city 
council meeting Monday. 

“We need to do something - 
such as pass ordinances - to 
make sure that we can make 
these owners accountable for 
this,” said Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak, a candidate for 
mayor. “Every time you hear 
about something like this hap¬ 
pening, it’s always here, and we

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Resident wants safety 
improvements in city

Longtime Romulus resident 
Ed “Butch” Buczkowski said 
he has several ideas that he 
would work to advance as a 
city councilman if he is elected 
to one of seven open seats in 
November. 

Buczkowski, who was 
raised in Romulus but left for 
a few years when he worked at 
Fbrd Motor Co., has a kitchen 
remodeling business. He said 
being a local businessman has 
helped him look at the city 
through different eyes. 

“There are some people 
here that vote for themselves 
as opposed to with the peo¬ 
ple,” he said. “A prime exam¬ 
ple of that was during the casi¬ 
no and racetrack negotiations 
— the public was overwhelm¬ 
ingly for it, but some of the 
council members voted against 
it I wouldn’t do that They’re 
up there to represent the peo¬ 
ple” 

Buczkowski is a recogniz¬ 
able face for those at Zoning 
Board of Appeals meetings, 
where he served as an alter¬ 
nate board member. He said 
one of his issues would be 
making sure retention ponds 
are fenced in for the safety of 


children in some new neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

“Everyone seems to be 
more concerned about the cost 
of passing the fencing onto 
developers, but what is a 
child’s life worth?” he said. 
“Tall weeds grow in those 
things, and a child could get 
lost and possibly drown. I’ve 
taken pictures of retention 
ponds with fencing as far away 
as Port Huron, and I think this 
needs be dealt with. I don’t 
ever want to get up there and 
say, “I told you so.’” 

Buczkowski also wants to 
address public safety issues. 
The fire department, which 
was made a permanent, full¬ 
time department a few years 
ago, is still understaffed for a 
city the size of Romulus, he 
said. 

“It’s been going OK so far, 
but there are still quite a few 
volunteers, and I think we 
need more full-time (firefight¬ 
ers),” he said. “The level of 
public safety should be a high¬ 
er priority.” 

One thing Buczkowski said 
sets him apart is that he has 
created his own business, 
which means he has to be able 
to understand people and 
their needs. 

“Sometimes people don’t

mean what they say,” he said. 
“In kitchen remodeling, some 
people have an idea of what 
they want, they just can’t 
express it I think it would be 
the same as a councilman, and 
I know how to get to what peo¬ 
ple want You have to be able 
to relate to people.” 

Buczkowski is the owner of 
Butch’s Kitchen Remodeling 
on Beverly Road in Romulus. 
He attended Romulus High 
School until the 10th grade, 
when he struck out on his own 
and earned a job at Ford 
Motor Co. But years later, 
Buczkowski decided to apply 
his construction skills to the 
remodeling sector He said he 
has experience managing peo¬ 
ple, managing a budget and 
serving customers. 

The father of two sons, 
Buczkowski spends most of his 
time with his grandchildren 
when he’s not working or 
attending public meetings. 


Candidate hopes 
to strengthen ties

Niema White is hoping the 
experience she gained as a 
school board member will help 
her win a seat on the Romulus 
Cify Council. 

White, who has served as a 
school board member for more 
than two years, was first 
appointed to the seat after the 
board president resigned. She 
was then elected for a full term. 
Now, she said she has her eyes 
on something bigger 

“I would like to see more col¬ 
laborative relationships in the 
city,” she said. “There are areas 
of the city that are disconnected 
from the city, and we all have to 
work together, no matter where 
we live, how much money we 
have or what our circumstances 
are.” 

Making those partnerships is 
the cornerstone of her candida¬ 
cy for a council seat, she said. 

“Our city is growing so 
much,” she said. “And that’s a 
good thing. There are older 
neighborhoods where perhaps 
the people are poor, and they 
don’t know about city resources 
or how to use them. I would 
change all of that so we can all 
have equal access to services 


and the city government” 

That means increasing out¬ 
reach into the community. 

“We need to get together in 
different areas of the city to 
learn more about what individu¬ 
als need, because the neighbor¬ 
hoods are different in many 
ways,” she said. Having more 
town hall meetings, events in 
public places near specific 
neighborhoods, and encourag¬ 
ing residents of all income levels 
to take part in the governmental 
process would help meet those 
goals, White said. 

Keeping an eye on business 
development is another goal. “I 
would like to see more small 
business - most of our business 
is industrial. We need more 
businesses like family restau¬ 
rants, shops, retail stores, gro¬ 
cery stores - the type of busi¬ 
nesses people frequent often.” 

White is an outreach admin¬ 
istrator for Wayne County Head 
Start 

She said her job has pre¬ 
pared her well for her role as a 
school board member, and those 
lessons can be applied to a coun¬ 
cil role, too. 

“Every day I meet people 
who are at different points in 
their lives, and I’m able to meet 
all of them where they’re at right

now,” she said. “I work with peo¬ 
ple in difficult situations each 
day, and we work to find solu¬ 
tions to their problems.” 

Because White is an adminis¬ 
trator with Head Start, she is 
also experienced managing per¬ 
sonnel and overseeing a budget 
similar to that of a municipality. 

As a school board member, 
White completed 30 hours of 
advanced schools training to 
learn more about personnel 
practices, budget management 
and other issues in the educa¬ 
tion environment.

provided. That information is 
then measured against set time 
intervals to determine the 
length of the break. 

The engine plant has been in 
the city for more than 30 years. 
But GM is the only company 
under the city formula that can 
quality for 12 years - much to 
the ire of some other manufac¬ 
turers in town. GM also 


received a similar abatement in 
1998. 

The approval of this abate¬ 
ment would be the second 
granted by the city this year. 
Aztec Manufacturing, an auto¬ 
motive supplier that creates 
precision cast iron forgings, was 
given a six-year abatement for 
$3.2 million of facility improve¬ 
ments. 

Another hearing on the issue 
will take place before the regu¬ 
lar city council meeting Aug 1.

need to find out why. This is ille¬ 
gal behavior, and they need to 
know there are going to be conse¬ 
quences.” 

But consequences, said 
Leacher, are difficult to enforce 
because the laws are somewhat 
ambiguous. 

“We had a situation where the 
same type of thing happened a 
few years ago at another club, 
and we had film (from the 
media),” he said. “We were never 
able to prosecute them. We’re 
still looking at this latest incident 
to see if there is the possibility of 
getting charges.” 

Police and prosecutors would 
have to be able to identify the 
women to prosecute, which is no 
small task 


“The bottom line is that it’s 
easier immediately after the 
fact,” he said. “In this case, peo¬ 
ple called the golf course to com¬ 
plain, but they needed to call us 
first” 

To hold the club accountable, 
prosecutors would have to prove 
that managers had direct knowl¬ 
edge of what was happening on 
the course - something club rep¬ 
resentatives told television 
reporters they did not have. 
Leacher said the club could face 
state Liquor Control Commission 
sanctions, such as losing its 
liquor license for a specific peri¬ 
od time, for hosting the event if it 
proven they had knowledge of 
the nature of the outing 

Two messages left for Kevin 
Shaum, the manager of the 
Gateway Course, were not 
returned for comment

tion continues, was released 
after he was questioned by offi¬ 
cers.

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State to auction 420-acre site

Officials in Northville 
Tbwnship said they’ll keep a curi- 
ous eye on the proceedings when 
a large piece of property comes 
up for auction by the State of 
Michigan next month. 

The 420-acre site of the former 
Northville Psychiatric Hospital 
has attracted plenty of interest 
from developers since the state 
announced it would close the 
hospital and sell off the land 
nearly two years ago. 

The state has tried several 
times to sell the land but they 
have, for one reason or another, 
been unsuccessful. The latest 
round fell through when the pro¬ 
posed developer, Real Estate 
Interests (RED, Inc, did not meet

the scheduled timeline to close 
on the property. 

That opened the door for the 
auction, which will take place at 
the end of August The state will 
take written auction bids until 
Aug. 29, according to Township 
Supervisor Mark Abbo. 

“The five highest bidders will 
take part in a live auction the 
next day,” he said. 

The development company 
that wins the bid will have to 
close on the sale within 30 days, 


he added. 

Since the last attempt to sell 
the property fell through, town¬ 
ship planners have revisited 
their proposed concept plan for 
the area in hopes of making the 
properly more attractive to devel¬ 
opers while still protecting town¬ 
ship interests. 

The revised plan, discussed 
again by the planning commis¬ 
sion last week, shows compro¬ 
mises on the amount of retail and 
commercial space proposed and 
leaves open the chance for more 
diver housing stock, from small 
lots to large estate lots. 

The board of trustees will 
have to formally approve the 
plan; that will most likely take 
place at their regular meeting on 
Aug 18. 

The state has put details into 


the latest round of bids to ensure 
that the successful company can 
carry out the sale and develop¬ 
ment Any firm interested in bid¬ 
ding on it has to submit a certi¬ 
fied check for $4 million. 

“That’s $1 million more than 
last time,” said Township Trustee 
Brad Werner 

State officials have also pro¬ 
tected themselves from the possi- 
bility of not getting what they 
think the property is worth, too. 
The initial asking price was $65 
million, but that dropped by 
more than $10 million during the 
latest round of negotiations. 

“(The bid document) doesn’t 
state a minimum bid, but it says 
that the state has the right to 
reject all bids,” Abbo said.

One of the major events in

When the Fall Festival returns 
this September, the Plymouth 
Noon Rotary Club will host the 
50th annual chicken barbecue. 

Jan Eisen, chairman of the 
Rotary Club BBQ committee, said 
the group wants to build on the 
11,000 chicken dinners members 
grilled last fall. He said the goal 
this year is 12,500 dinners. 

The process to get all those 
birds grilled is a complicated one. 

The grills are put together the 
night before the actual barbecue 
takes place. Eisen said it takes 
about two hours to construct the 
120-foot long pits made of cin- 
derblock, charcoal and sand. The 
huge grill sits in the parking lot 
behind The Gathering, near the 
Plymouth District Library. 

The Rotary Chicken BBQ has a 
deep, long history. In some ways it 
is credited for being the start of 
one of the mayor Plymouth events. 

In the late 1950s, the Rotary 
Club of Plymouth started a club 
picnic. The group served barbe¬ 
cued chicken and corn at the 
event, planned to help members 
become better acquainted. The 
first barbecues were only for 
members and friends and about 
150 people attended. In 1960 the 
barbecue was turned into the 
Plymouth Fall Festival. 

For more than 30 years the 
high point of the festival has been 
chicken Sunday, with as many as

Local man sends donated, restored 
computers to servicemen overseas

All James Payne wanted to do 
was keep the computer in his 
Northville dental office from 
crashing. 

Now, five years later, hundreds 
of American soldiers stationed in 
Iraq are able to stay in touch with 
their families and friends on 
donated computers Payne has 
refurbished. 

“I bought a computer for the 
office, and every Tuesday and 
Thursday, at 5 o’clock it went face 
down—you could set your watch 
by it,” said Payne 

Computer repair technicians 
became a constant sight at his 
dental clinic, but they couldn’t 
resolve the problem. Finally, 
Payne bought a book on computer 
repair and decided to see what he 
could do. He fixed it in about a 
week. 

With that, he was hooked. The 
full time dentist continued to 
study computer repair, culminat¬ 
ing an 18-month internship as 
computer repair technician. 
People began to bring him their 
old computers, which he repaired 
and donated to people in need— 
from schools to individuals with 
serious medical or physical chal¬ 
lenges. 

“You get such a positive 


response from those people—it’s 
kind of hard to stop,” he said. ‘It’s 
addictive” 

So, in 2003, Payne and two of 
his friends—Drake Davis and 
Scott Montgomery - decided to 
take the next step when they regis¬ 
tered as a non-profit organization, 
JDS Computers. The organization 
now has more than a dozen regu¬ 
lar members, from other repair 
specialists to teams who pick up 
and drop off donated computers. 

“Since we actually started, we 
have rebuilt and donated 1,623 
computers,” said Payne. “We’ve 
taken in over 5,000 and we’ve got¬ 
ten 1,600 workable ones out of 
that We’ve done all of this out of 
my basement and my garage—$1.1 
million worth of stuff” 

Recently, though, Payne said 
that their focus has changed 
somewhat as the group strives to 
pull together workable laptop 
computers for military personnel 
stationed in Iraq. The move was 
prompted primarily, he said, by 
reports of soldiers forced to wait 
weeks before letters from home 
could reach them. The group has 
shipped 154 computers overseas 
since Jan.1,2005. 

For now, though, the soldiers 
are out of luck—the group has 
nothing more to send them. Part of 
the problem, Payne said, is that 
the types of computers they can

use are fairly restricted. For 
schools, they need to have 
Pentium m computers—no older 
and no newer— or they can’t use 
the Microsoft Fresh Start program 
they need to complete the refur¬ 
bishment 

“The ones that we’re shipping 
to Iraq are Pentium II and 
Pentium III laptops,” said Payne. 
“They’re harder to come by.” 

The hardest part, he said, is 
turning people away. His inbox is 
crowded with thank you emails 
from enlisted men and women, 
including a two-star general. One 


email even provided a photo that 
Payne truly enjoys—it shows some 
of his computers in use in a com¬ 
puter lab located in the heart of a 
palace once owned by Saddam 
Husseia 

Among the soldiers who have 
contacted him is Pvt First Class 
Michael Santillanez. 

“Until recently I had limited 
use of computers at my location, 
as I don’t own a laptop,” wrote 
Santillanez on July 22.

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A colorful solution 

You have to tip your hat to officials in Canton Township for their 
continued efforts to solve the Fbrd Road problem. 

Fbr years they have grappled with the excessive traffic along the 
state roadway even as they sought to develop an identity for it other 
than a stretch of street that most residents avoid as much as possible. 

Their latest attempt presented this week in a joint meeting to the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA) board, the township plan¬ 
ning commission and the board of trustees, involves increased deco¬ 
rative signage, a nickname for the congested thoroughfare and divid¬ 
ing it into districts distinguished by colors and numbers. 

Thus, the comer of Haggerty and Fbrd roads would be designated 
‘Blue One.’ That’s where the IKEA furniture store will open next year. 
Other districts would be designated and identified by colored banners 
that would hang from the decorative street posts. 

It’s certainly a new way of looking at things, but will it work? 

In some ways, it might It could give the thousands of visitors 
expected to shop at the IKEA store a better idea of what else is fur¬ 
ther down the road. Maybe a color-coded district is easier to find that 
a particular address, or at least will help tourists know when to start 
looking for their destination. Others might be turned off by the con¬ 
cept 

It will certainly provide a bigger benefit for those visiting the town¬ 
ship than those who already live there, though. Those residents know 
to find more businesses, they simply need to travel west along Fbrd 
Road. And it won’t solve the real problem along Fbrd, either - busi¬ 
ness owners that say drivers travel too fast along the road, which con¬ 
tributes to a lack of visibility, and motorists who complain about the 
ill-timed lights and frequent starts and stops. 

With IKEA coming to town next year, and a Lowe’s Home 
Improvement being constructed further to the west, the traffic is the 
real problem, no matter how you color it 

Millage should be approved 

One of the things - and in many cases, the only thing - voters will 
decide when they head to the polls on Tuesday is the fate of the 
Wayne County Parks Millage. 

Voters will be asked if the county can continue this millage, at its 
estimated rollback rate of .2459 mills, for the next five years. It will 
generate about $11.8 million for parks in Wayne County in 2006, alone. 

Although initially skeptical about the renewal and not in favor of a 
concept that takes money from everyone and returns it to some com¬ 
munities, some changes have taken place that merit a second look at 
this proposal. 

Most notably, in response to legislation sponsored by State Rep. 
Phil LaJoy (R-Canton), the county has agreed to create a new process 
to determine how the funds will be spent The compromise sets up a 
five-person review board that makes recommendations to the Wayne 
County Commission, which has the ultimate authority on the issue. 
The funds would also be limited to existing parks and related facili¬ 
ties, not the creation of new ones. 

We were initially opposed to the millage renewal, but these 
changes are a good step to make for a more viable tax request 
They’re not set in stone yet and that causes some concern, but as long 
as the county follows through with their promise to enact these 
changes in August we think the millage renewal is worthy of an affir¬ 
mative vote. 

It’s a county parks millage, we recognize that the funds are 
designed to help out Wayne County parks. No one can argue that 
those funds haven’t brought significant improvements, most notably in

I’m often frustrated with recent development 
trends. 

There’s the notion out there that, not only do 
developers have to cram every piece of available 
property with as many homes or as much square 
footage as possible, but they have to do it as quickly 
as possible, too. 

But I guess you can’t call the proposed develop¬ 
ment near Palmer and Merriman roads in 
Westland a quick project, by any means. Near the 
current Oakwood Health Systems hospital, the 27- 
acre parcel of land has been empty since the hospi¬ 
tal razed an old structure several years ago. 

I sat through a study session Monday night 
about the proposed plan - it was the kind of meet¬ 
ing that developers sometimes request to get an 
idea if their projects will be approved before they 
sink too much money into the planning phase. Like 
members of the city council, I saw some good 
points and some bad points. The single family 
homes (there are about 50 proposed for the south¬ 
ern 2J3 of the site) looked OK, although they were 
big on house and small on yard like most other pro¬ 
posals these days. 

The condominium portion proposed for the top 
third of the property even had some amenities not 
seen in projects that try to make up in density what 
they lack in area They’re designed with identical 
fronts and backs so that neither side presented a 
wall of brick or vinyl to passersby. That’d be a nicer 
touch, though, if the project itself looked better 

The developers told a familiar tale, too. It’s such 
an expensive property to develop the density was 
required to make the nicer, single family portion 


possible. They talked about a 
need for entry-level housing 
and I guess that’s how you clas- 



mm 


sify a new, $130,000 home in Westland today. 

Because of the possible contamination on the 
site - and the cost of clean up - they will also most 
likely ask for designation as a Brownfield 
Redevelopment site, which would allow the devel¬ 
oper to pay up front costs to clean up the site and 
be repaid through the future tax revenue the prop¬ 
erty brings to the city 

Brownfield Districts are a useful tool for devel¬ 
opers, but I don’t think it’s warranted here. I’ve 
always looked at the tool as a way of getting rid of 
properties that may be dangerous to nearby resi¬ 
dents and that wouldn’t otherwise get cleaned up. 
It shouldn’t be designed to ensure that everyone 
involves makes more money. 

This property will eventually be developed, any¬ 
way. Vacant land is dwindling throughout Wayne 
County. Representatives from the developers, 
themselves, indicated that the only reason they’d 
need a tax break is because the price of the land 
was so high. They were half-joking when they said 
it, but there’s probably a good bit of truth to that 

No problem. Wait for the price to come down. If 
Oakwood really wants to sell the land, and no 
offers come in at the current price, won’t the cost 
eventually come down? 

I don’t see the downside for Westland residents 
if developers wait until the land is more affordable 
before they try to cram it with new homes. I don’t 
think an empty field is too bad to look at in the 
meantime, either 


Where is the real undue influence? 


There’s no question that former Inkster athletic 
director and head girls’ varsity basketball coach 
Dave Mann has had a bumpy career. But it has 
been just as productive as it has been controversial. 

His resume is impressive—304 victories to 95 
losses between 1989 and 2004 with four state cham¬ 
pionship crowns. But the 44-year-old’s career at 
Inkster was cut short when John ‘Jack” Roberts, 
the executive director of the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association (MHSAA), and the organiza¬ 
tion executive board judged Mann guilty of violat¬ 
ing their undue influence rule when he allegedly 
made a phone call to the father of a Romulus ninth- 
grade girls’ basketball player in an attempt to 
recruit her 

Mann feels he never had a fair chance to tell his 
side of the story to the MHSAA or the press. So dur¬ 
ing the past four weeks, The Journal Newspapers 
have used countless hours and more than 200 inch¬ 
es of editorial space for him to tell it

Granted it was no picnic 
searching through the hun¬ 
dreds of documents he provid¬

Hines Park, which is used 
by the majority of commu¬ 
nities in western Wayne 
County.

Whalers to prosper despite NHL agreement

The National Hockey League is back in 
business. 

Last week players and owners ratified 
the proposed six-year working agreement 
that set a new season in motion after a 
year-long strike. 

The deal, which includes a salary cap 
set at about $39 million, could send hun¬ 
dreds of top free agents skating to other 
teams. And new rules such as widening the 
blue lines, allowing two-line passes and 
shrinking goalie pads could promise a 
more exciting game. But what will that do 
to smaller leagues that prospered last year 
when the big boys took a break? 

Hopefully nothing, according to officials 
in the Ontario Hockey League’s Plymouth 
Whalers. 

“I don’t think it will have an impact on 
us,” said Mike Vellucci, the Whalers presi¬ 
dent general manager and head coach. 
“We had a great schedule last year and our 
attendance has been growing the past five 
years, every year” 

While the Whalers (30-29-6-3) didn’t set 
many records on the ice last season, they 
set plenty off of it They set a single-season 
attendance record during the 2004-05 sea¬ 
son, averaging 3,300 fans per game at the 
Compuware Sports Arena with 12 sellouts 
through 34 regular season and two playoff 


dates. 

Although it doesn’t appear that atten¬ 
dance will have an effect on the Whalers, 
the NHL Entry Draft set for July 30 just 
might 

A handful of Plymouth’s veterans, rook¬ 
ies and newcomers have an opportunity to 
be selected on draft day. Even if picked 
they aren’t guaranteed a trip to the big 
leagues just yet However, they will be one 
step closer to their dream of playing in the 
NHL. 

And that could be an advantage for the 
Whalers. If drafted, players will have to 
work even harder to make it to the next 
level and sign the coveted and lucrative 
NHL contract 

Players like James Neal, who accrued 
44 points last season with 18 goals and 26 
assists and 32 penalty minutes in 67 games 
last year, is ranked 49th according to the 
International Scouting Service (ISS) Draft 
Guide and 20th in the 2005 Midterm 
Central Scouting Service (CSS) rankings 
for North American players. 

The ISS guide reported the Neal has a 
“solid skill set and has made huge 
improvements over the past 12 months. 
(Neal) can really shoot the puck and has a 
lot of upside as a prospect 

“Simply put James Neal is one of the 
most unheralded two-way forwards avail¬ 
able,” the report added. “It will take a 
while, but when Neal becomes an NHEer, 


he will become a very good one.” 

Second-year player Dan Collins is slat¬ 
ed at the 101st spot on the ISS and 23rd in 
the CSS for North American skaters. The 
right winger posted solid numbers last sea¬ 
son with 25 goals and 21 assists for 46 
points and 60 penalty minutes in 68 games. 

He was the fourth on the board for 
Plymouth’s point leaders and only one of 
three players to score more than 20 goals. 
He was also one of the few that played in 
all 68 games for the Whalers. 

The ISS report said this: “Collins has 
been maddening to watch over the past 
years because he has so much potential 
but hasn’t put it all together He has never¬ 
theless improved his play away from the 
puck and his skill set makes him an 
intriguing prospect” 

Another second-year player, defense- 
man Ryan McGinnis, is ranked 221st 
according to the ISS. After suffering 
through injuries in his rookie season, he 
rebounded with a solid sophomore run 
with six assists with 93 penalty minutes in 
66 games. 

Newly acquired defenseman Kyle 
Lawson will also hit the draft board 
ranked 191st by the ISS. Plymouth picked 
Lawson up on a trade with Saginaw for 
goaltender Ian Keserich. He played for 
the National Team Development program 
last season in Ann Arbor, scoring three 
goals with 15 assists for 18 points in 31

games. He helped the United States to a 
gold medal in the World Under-18 
Championships. 

Ondrej Otcenas, the Whalers’ first- 
round (25th overall) pick in the Canadian 
Hockey League Import Graft last month, 
could also be drafted at the end of the 
month. He is ranked 70th by ISS. He 
scored 11 goals with 22 assists and 66 
penalty minutes in 45 games with HK 
Dukla Trenchen in Slovakia last seasoa

REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
JULY 19, 2005 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:34 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, Trustee Jahr and 
Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: Clerk Payne. Others in attendance: 
Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director 
Champagne, Planning and Zoning Administrator Pugsley, Recreation and Facilities 
Director Ross, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of forty- 
seven (47). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Jahr moved. Hart seconded to approve the agenda as 
amended. Add New Business Item # 8 “Consider approval of: a) fireworks display 
permit (final approval granted by the State of Michigan Department of Labor, Bureau 
of Construction Codes and Fire Safety) and b) providing public safety protection via 
an approved and executed Public Safety Agreement.” Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing 
to receive public comment on the special land use request by Fifth Third Bank to con¬ 
struct and operate a drive-through banking facility on parcel number V125-83-064- 
99-0003-717. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Administrator Pugsley for an 
explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the applicant, Fifth Third Bank is propos¬ 
ing to construct and operate a 4,200 square foot bank with three drive-through teller 
lanes and one automatic teller (ATM) lane. The purpose of this public hearing is to 
receive comment from the public regarding the special use approval for the drive- 
through lanes. The applicant’s representative gave a general overview of the project 
stating the proposed location is in front of Wal-Mart in one of the out-lots, specifical¬ 
ly between Tim Horton’s and Applebee’s. The applicant stated during the planning 
process some community amenities such as the continuation of the sidewalk along 
Belleville Road, a center landscape which includes benches and bike racks, and a 
cross road access from Applebee’s to Fifth Third to provide a pathway for overflow 
parking from Applebee’s has been added to the site plan. 

Administrator Pugsley stated the Planning Commission held a public hearing at the 
May 11, 2005 meeting and at the May 25, 2005 meeting recommended the site plan 
approval subject to the Township’s Planning Consultants, McKenna Associates site 
plan review letter dated May 19, 2005, which addresses the nine General 
Requirements of Section 18.08.f of the Zoning Ordinance that must be considered by 
the Township Board when reviewing requests to grant approval for Special Land Use. 
The findings of both the Planning Commission and McKenna Associates were that 
the criteria was satisfactorily addressed and recommended approval of the special 
land use request. Supervisor King stated the property is zoned commercial. 

Board members made the following comments. Trustee Herman commended the 
bank stating it would blend in nicely with the current developments on Belleville 
Road. Trustee Hart inquired about the overflow of parking from Applebee’s and if 
public safety issues had been addressed. Trustee Herman stated Planning 
Commission goal is to have as small a paved area as needed in development and to 
keep as much greenery as possible. Director Kelley stated the bank did not increase 
the size of their parking lot to achieve the overflow parking for Applebee’s. This is 
just a convenience for customers to link the two sites together. Further, if approved 
tonight this site plan will go back to the Planning Commission for review. Trustee 
Rochowiak inquired if the bank would also have an access road to Tim Horton’s park¬ 
ing lot. Director Kelley stated yes that is part of the design plan. Trustee Jahr stated 
the Township recently amended the parking requirements to try to reduce impervious 
surfaces and since there is a need for more parking at the Applebee’s Restaurant per¬ 
haps the Planning Commission and/or staff should review the Applebee’s parking sit¬ 
uation to make sure the ordinance is in line for what is needed at these types of devel¬ 
opments. 

Audience members made the following comments. A resident inquired if there would 
be another traffic light installed on Belleville Road? Director Kelley stated no and 
that during the Wal-Mart traffic flow study the ring road that connects Farmer Jack 
and the Wal-Mart looked at the traffic signalization and found the placement of the 
current traffic light would be sufficient to handle the traffic within the entire develop¬ 
ment. A resident inquired if a bank is the best land use for this site? Supervisor King 
stated it is up to the land developer to decide what to build. Further, banks are 
allowed under the Township’s Land Use Master Plan as a commercial development. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Budd seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Herman moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment 
on the special land use request by Van Buren Development, LLC for the proposed 
Victoria Park Planned Residential Development (PRD) and preliminary site plan 
approval for the project located on 66.56 acres at the northeast comer of Ecorse Road 
and Morton Taylor Road, parcel numbers VI25-83-007-99-0001-701, VI25-83-0007- 
99-0003-701 and VI25-83-006-99-0007-701. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Administrator Pugsley for an 
explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the purpose of this public hearing is to 
consider a Planned Residential Development (PRD) and under the Zoning Ordinance 
regulations requires several public hearings and approval by the Township Board. 
This development is also a site condominium that under the zoning ordinance also 
requires Township Board approval of the preliminary and final site plan and the relat¬ 
ed developmental agreements. There are two parts of this public hearing, one granti¬ 
ng the special land use lor the PRD which allows some modification to the normal 
design development requirements that are regulated by the zoning ordinance, and sec¬ 
ondly to consider granting preliminary site plan approval. The Planning Commission 
held a public hearing on May 11, 2005 and at the May 25, 2005 Planning 
Commission meeting recommended approval of both the PRD and the preliminary 
condominium site plan by the Township Board with the contingency from the May 
20, 2005 letter from the Township Planning Consultant’s, McKenna Associates. 
Administrator Pugsley stated some of the attributes of this development are as fol¬ 


lows: The site is 66.56 acres, proposed are 66 attached family units and 160 detached 
units. The detached units are proposed to be on two different size lots with 122 of the 
lots to be 50 feet wide and mostly having recessed garages. The design technique is 
pedestrian friendly with a number of public parks within the development. Other 
amenities are. the paving of three quarters of a mile of Morton-Taylor Road, continua¬ 
tion of four hundred feet of the Greenways Plan along Ecorse Road and the reforesta¬ 
tion of a 100 foot wide view shed along Morton-Taylor Road. Under Wayne County 
Roads specifications the internal roads of the development are proposed to be 24 foot 
wide and this is to be a traffic calming technique to slow down cars. 

The applicant’s representative presented the development to the Board stating the 
location is on the northeast comer of Morton-Taylor and Ecorse Roads and is zoned 
R-1B. There are 160 proposed single family detached units with 122 of those on 50 
foot wide lots and 38 on at least 70 foot wide lots which are to be located next to the 
Homestead development. The 66 multi-family units will be located in the north end 
of the development. The McKinstry Drain passes through this development. A pro¬ 
posed 80 foot wide greenbelt along Morton-Taylor Road combined with a 35 foot set¬ 
back will give 115 feet of green-area between Morton-Taylor right-of-way and the 
housing units. On the Ecorse Road side a proposed 200 foot wide green-area setback 
with the exception of one unit which would have a 191 foot setback. The streets are 
proposed to be concrete, with trees and streetlights throughout the development. 
There would be municipal water and sewer supply and five storm water basins. He 
further reiterated the amenities of the development. Also, the extension of a 12 inch 
water main from Van Bom Road southward to an existing 12 inch water main and 
would close the water main loop. The closing of the loop would improve the water 
supply with higher pressure and if there is a water main break they can still have 
water on either side of the break. In addition, an extension of a ten inch sanitary 
sewer southward from Van Bom Road would serve the proposed Multi-family units. 
At the other end of the development an extension of a 24 inch sanitary sewer west¬ 
ward from Jeremy to Morton-Taylor Roads would serve the single family units. Two 
water main stubs will be installed to the east connecting with the Homestead subdivi¬ 
sion to close the loop. There would be two homeowner’s condominium associations 
Victoria Park for Multi-family and Victoria Estates for the single-family units. The 
front of the units would be 50 percent brick and the square footage would be between 
1,900 and 2,700. Administrator Pugsley stated the nine conditions in the zoning ordi¬ 
nance identifies these factors and has found that they all have been addressed and 
meets the criteria for consideration to grant the special use approval. 

Board members made the following comments. Trustee Hart inquired if the applicant 
knew about the PRD agreements when they first came before the township staff and 
has the look of the plan changed? The applicant stated yes, they knew about the PRD 
and the plan has remained similar. Director Kelley clarified this is the third or fourth 
company to present a site plan application for this site to the township. It is correct 
the original plan showed similar lots, although the road network was a little different. 
The most discussed part of the plan was the architecture of the site. The look of units 
is different than any that are currently in the township. Also, noting the applicant is 
not asking for a home density bonus. Trustee Hart asked for the applicant to describe 
the twelveplex multi-family units? The applicant stated they are building the twelve- 
plex development across the street at River Park the units range from 1,250 feet to 
1,800 feet and are stacked ranches. There are six different types of units. Director 
Kelley stated design is not apartment style and it makes the first and second floors 
less obvious from the curb. Trustee Herman stated this is not a typical subdivision 
and has a completely different product. Supervisor King inquired if the current prod¬ 
uct they are building at River Park were selling and the applicant stated there has 
been about 25 units sold since the model was open in April. Trustee Hart inquired 
about the changes made for fire vehicles. Director Kelley stated the significant 
changes were where the roads intersect at 90 degrees there would be no parking on 
either side of the street to allow for the fire vehicle to make the turn easily. Trustee 
Hart voice his concerns about the PRD in general. Supervisor King stated the Public 
Safety Department is involved in the site plan review process. Also, with respect to 
looping water lines the township has been working towards this in other areas of the 
township. 

Supervisor King read and addressed the following concerns voiced in a fax from a 
resident regarding this public hearing. 1) Density of homes? The proposed is for 
266 home sites on 66.56 acres of land. 2) Price range and types of homes to be built? 
Not know at this time. 3) Is there a requirement to pave Morton-Taylor Road? Yes. 
Where will the egress/ingress to the development be located? One entrance would be 
located off of Ecorse Road and three off of Morton-Taylor Road. 4) Ability of the 
McKinstry Drain to carry away extra runoff from hard surfaces. What assurances do 
we have that water will not back up on our property? All developments are required 
to maintain stonn water runoff on there property and at the final site plan approval 
stage of the project the engineering study details this information. 5) Are any addi¬ 
tional storm drains and/or sewers required? There would be a connection to the sani¬ 
tary sewer and there are no additional storm drains. There would be five storm water 
basins to be constructed on the site along with a storm water maintenance agreement. 
6) If approved, what approximate start/finish dates for this development? Spring of 
2006 would be the start date providing all is approved. Director Kelley stated there 
is still another round of reviews by the Planning Commission and the Township 
Board if this PRD is approved. 

Residents of the Homestead subdivision made the following comments. Will the tree 
lines remain? What will be done about recent flooding of the McKinstry Drain? 
Director Kelley stated the trees shown on the drawing would stay; however, the appli¬ 
cant can not guarantee trees that are not his property. The McKinstry Drain problem 
was due to the storm water basin pump not being maintained by the Homestead 
Developer and the fix was to create a bermed area to protect the homes and the drain 
from flooding. A resident inquired what is the special use of this request? Director 
Kelley stated the PRD still follows the regulations and guidelines of the zoning ordi¬ 
nance but allows the township 1 6 modify some of the requirements if the development 
demonstrates community benefits. In this case the major benefit is the architecture 
design which is unique to the Township. The applicant has met all the marks to 
receive bonus houses; but, the applicant has not requested additional houses. The 
applicant has requested smaller lot sizes to fit the constraints of the development. 
Will the water supply and sanitation be affected during the construction process? 
There will be no impact to the water supply and sanitary sewer service in the 
Homestead. Will there be a boundary between the two subdivisions and what will be 
done with the debris and dust during the construction? Director Kelley stated there 
will not be a visible boundary and the Township has ordinances to enforce the con-

struction issues. Will the landscaping be similar to the Homestead Subdivision? 
Director Kelley stated it would not match because the PRD requirements are for a 
larger view sheds. Could the Township require a buffer zone or landscaping berm 
between the two developments? Director Kelley stated the Township ordinance does 
not allow for this type of request; but, staff will discuss this with the developer. 
Where will the garage locations be in the back yards? Will the homeowner associa¬ 
tion rules regulate what homeowners can put in their back yards? Director Kelley 
stated you will not see a garage door from the backyard. The by-laws and rules will 
probably be similar to the Homestead; however, they have not come before the Board 
yet. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Herman moved. Hart seconded to open the public hearing to receive public comment 
on the special land use request by Michigan Avenue Fuel to construct and operate a 
gas station\convenience store with a fast food restaurant with a drive-through pickup 
window and a three (3) bay oil change facility in a separate detached building on par¬ 
cel numbers VI25-83-022-99-0010-000 and V125-83-022-99-0011-000. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Administrator Pugsley for an 
explanation. Administrator Pugsley stated the property is 3.82 acres on the southeast 
comer of Michigan Avenue and Rawsonville Road. The proposed is to construct and 
operate an 11,271 square foot retail strip center, a 4,162 square foot gas station\mini 
mart plaza with a fast food restaurant with a drive through window, and a 1,733 
square foot three (3) bay oil change facility. The property is zoned C-l, General 
Business District. The Planning Commission held a public hearing on May 11, 2005. 
A recommendation to approve was made at the Planning Commissions May 25, 2005 
subject to the four conditions of the Townships Planning Consultant’s May 20, 2005 
review letter. The Zoning Ordinance requires consideration by the Township Board 
when reviewing requests to grant approval for Special Land Use. Also, the conditions 
of an additional memo from Administrator Puglsey and Director Kelley that contains 
eight additional items be added to the site plan. 

The applicant gave a brief presentation of the development and stated he has been and 
is willing to make the changes requested by the Township to the project and believes 
all items have been addressed. Supervisor Kelley read the memo from 
Administration Puglsey and Director Kelley as follows. On sheet C-5 of the site plan 
in the note box these items will be added. 1) Debris will be cleared from property 
weekly or as needed as may be determined by the Township on a continuing basis. 2) 
A responsible person(s) will always be on site during hours of operation to police, 
clean and keep free from odors and vermin the dumpster and the dumpster enclosure. 
3) A raised earthen berm of 2 to 3 feet in height will be constructed and planted in the 
yard and landscaped area south and east of the proposed plaza building and extending 
to the detention pond. Additional trees, similar to those to be used on the site with a 
minimum height of 7 to 8 feet will be added to this yard and landscaped area in a den¬ 
sity and planting scheme similar to those shown on sheet C-5. 4) A minimum of three 
species of evergreen trees will be planted on this berm area to include Douglas Fir, 
Austrian Pine and White Spruce. 5) The location of the reader/menu board and the 
audio speaker will be installed in such a fashion to direct noise away from the resi¬ 
dential homes to the east and south. 6) The storm water maintenance agreement 
between the Township and property owner shall include maintenance schedule every 
90 days for the inspection and cleaning of the mechanical unit serving the on-site 
storm water management system at the responsible and expense of the property 
owner. 7) The hours of operation of the oil change shall be from 9:00 a.m. to 8:00 
p.m. weekdays and 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. on weekends. 8) The hours of operation of 
the drive-through window at the restaurant shall be from 6:00 a.m. to 11:00 p.m. 
daily. Also subject to the 4 conditions identified in McKenna Associates review letter 
dated May 20, 2005. The applicant is in agreement to these conditions. 

Residents of Michigan Avenue and Rawsonville Road area made the following com¬ 
ments. A resident questioned the height of the berm shielding the dumpster area. 
What would the hours of construction be? Director Kelley stated from dawn to dusk. 
Will there be an added lane or a traffic light? Director Kelley stated no light has been 
planned. The road is regulated by Michigan Department of Transportation (MDOT) 
and will follow MDOT requirements. Is there any proposal to have no parking signs 
on Old Michigan Avenue? Director Kelley stated Old Michigan Avenue is a Wayne 
County Road and would need to check with Wayne County. What does the applicant 
have to do before the project is able to begin? Director Kelley stated if this is 
approved tonight there is still final site plan approval process from the Planning 
Commission and would need to obtain all necessary permits. Also, the applicant may 
begin the clean up of the area for public safety reasons sooner. Several residents stat¬ 
ed they would like to see the request for the drive-through window of the restaurant 
be denied. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Budd moved, Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

MINUTES: Jahr moved, Hart seconded to approve the Work Study Session Minutes 
of July 5, 2005 as presented. Carried. 

Budd moved, Herman seconded to approve the Regular Board Meeting Minutes of 
July 5, 2005 as presented. Carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE: A letter of thanks to the Public Safety Department from a 
resident for the Fire Department’s assistance during a house fire in June. 

A notice from the Water and Sewer Department stating the Township is under volun¬ 
tary outdoor water use restrictions. Beginning immediately through September 
addresses ending in an odd number should do outdoor watering only on odd num¬ 
bered days and those with even addresses numbers should use water outdoors on even 
numbered days. Customers should also limit or avoid outdoor water use during peak 
times from 5:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily. Lastly, people utilizing underground lawn 
irrigation systems are asked to program watering to start after midnight and end by 
5:00 a.m., and adhere to the odd/even days. 


Walk Michigan will be held every Wednesday until August 10th at Quirk Park and at 
the Lower Huron Metro Park, walk up to three miles every Wednesday to receive a 
ticket for a drawing to possibly win a trip to Mackinaw Island over the Labor Day 
Weekend.

Herman moved, Budd seconded to approve the special approval use for a Planned 
Residential Development (PRD) requested by Van Buren Development L.L.C., and 
approves the preliminary site plan for the Victoria Park Site Condominium PRD sub¬ 
ject to the items and recommendations in the Planning Commission’s May 25, 2005 
meeting minutes, McKenna & Associates letter dated May 20, 2005 and Wade-Trim 
letter dated May 19, 2005; and subject to the following conditions: 1) The review of 
the bylaws and master deed by the Township Attorney.
